"2. A coal mining wrmipany owns 


a number of dwelling houses for tho 
use of those employed In and about 
its mines; they form a part1 of its 
plant and are necessary to the suc- 
cessful conduct of Its business They 
are rented to Its iclners at a nomi- 
nal charge, hardly sufficient to cover 
repairs and Insurance. The rent or 
charge is calculated at so much per 
month, but It ie paid overy two weeks 
by deductions from ths miners' wag- 
eg as they are earned. -Miners are 
not required to live in the houses 
and those who do not are paid the 
same -wages as those who do, all be- 
ing 'paid at so much per ton. Tho 
houses are not kept for rent gener- 
ally, but 'are ocurJied only by the
